THE SEWER AND WATERWORKS CONSTRUCTION. 

For the purpose of furnishing the city of Manila with an adequate water 
supply and a modern sewer and drainage system the Insular Government in- 
curred on behalf of the city of Manila a bonded debt of 1*8,000,000 ($4,000,000 
U. S. currency). 

Authority for the issuing of these bonds is contained in section 70, Act of 
July 1, 1902, of the Congress of the United States of America. The bonds 
so issued are known as thirty-year 4 per cent bonds and the first series of 
1*2,000,000 worth was sold on June 1, 1905, the second series of 1*4,000,000 
worth of bonds was sold on January 2, 1907, while the third series, completing 
the issue, was sold May 17, 1909.

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DEPARTMENT OF ENGINEERING AND PUBLIC WORKS. 

The city engineer reports as follows : 

This department is charged with the construction and maintenance 
of streets and bridges, maintenance and distribution of water supply, 
repairs of sewers and drains, the maintenance and repair of municipal 
buildings, the inspection of buildings, plumbing, and boilers, has partial 
charge of sanitary inspection, prepares all plans and estimates of munici- 
pal public works, constructs and supervises all municipal public works 
including so-called sanitary barrios or districts, makes all surveys of streets 
and public property within the city limits, and during the past fiscal 
year the construction of sewers and waterworks authorized by Act No. 
1323 of the Philippine Commission. 

FUNDS. 

Funds available for the work of the department during the fiscal 
year and with balances remaining at the end of the year may be found in 
detail in the report of the disbursing officer. 

TERSONNEL. 

The personnel of the department consisted on an average of 52 classi- 
fied employees, 2,226 unclassified, making a total of 2,278 employees, of 
whom 34 were Americans. 

ORGANIZATION. 

This department is organized under the following heads: General 
office, streets and bridges, water supply and sewers, drafting and surveys, 
inspection and design, sewers and waterworks construction. 

GENERAL OFFICE. 

The following work was done by the clerical force of the department : 

There was recorded the daily progress and cost of all construction and 
repair work done, aggregating a value of f*870,437.06. 

The cost was kept of all expendable property and disposition and loca- 
tion of nonexpendable property valued at 1*337,861.52 and ^343,220.03, 
respectively, or a total property value of 5*681,081.55. 

Vouchers, pay rolls, and bills were prepared, checked, and recorded in- 
volving transactions aggregating 1*2,065,678.89 from sources as follows:

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The correspondence of the department, averaging 35 communications 
received or sent daily, was indexed, recorded, filed, or forwarded. 

Maintenance and repair of municipal buildings. — This work was 
handled during the past year by the general office. The work of install- 
ing modern plumbing in municipal buildings, and connecting same with 
the sanitary sewer was continued. The following-named buildings were 
provided and connected during the year in accordance with the plumbing 
ordinance :

Forty-one additional public midden sheds were built (making the 
total number of sheds in use 177), at an average cost of f*23G each; 
10 old ones were rebuilt, and 25 repaired. The total cost of this work 
was 1*13,028.89. 

Tn Tondo, three "camarines" 30 by 80 feet and one 10 by 20 feet 
were erected for the accommodation of people made homeless by fire. 
In Pandacan, two "camarines" 30 by 80 feet were built. The cost of 
these buildings, which accommodated 82 families, was 1*8,374.47. 

Kepairs and alterations to municipal buildings were made by this 
department at the expense of the departments occupying the buildings.

Ceiled all rooms in Santa Cruz fire stations, at a cost of 1,763.05 

Built a fence and gates, Arroceros yards 243.95 

Built an office in the Cementerio del Norte 592.61 

Changes to Meisic School building No. 2 ~ 891.69 

Built new roofs on bear cages in the Botanical Gardens 949.43 

Several jobs in Meisic police station of repairs, painting, constructing 

an arcade and sealing rooms, at a total cost of 2,699.24 
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In all, a total of 357 jobs of construction and repair of municipal 
buildings were completed of a value of 1*68,323.66; and 194 jobs of 
repair to furniture valued at 1*7,065.43. 

STREET CONSTRUCTION AND BRIDGES. 

For the purpose of street construction and maintenance, the city is 
divided into districts each under the supervision of a street inspector. 

The length of streets included within these districts amounts to 129.46 
miles (209 kilometers). 

There are four street and one bridge districts within the city as fol- 
lows: 

District 1. — Intramuros, Ermita, and Paco west of Paco estero. 

District 2. — San Nicolas, Tondo, and Binondo. 

District- S. — Santa Cruz, Quiapo, Sampaloc, San Miguel, and Santa 
Mesa. 

District J>. — Paco east of Paco estero, Malate, Santa Ana, and Pan- 
dacan. 

Bridge district includes all the bridges throughout the City. 

City quarry. — Location, Subay, Talim Island, Laguna de Bay. Dis- 
tance by water, 27 miles from Bridge of Spain. The quarry was ope- 
rated 288 days, and the total output for the year was 50,724 meters of 
crushed rock. 

The cost of stone per cubic meter in bins at the quarry was 1*1.04. 
This includes wear and tear of plant. The total cost per cubic meter 
delivered in Manila was 1*2.80. 

Total cost of operating quarry during the fiscal year was 1*54,137.16. 

McKinley quarry. — Location, Fort McKinley on Pasig Eiver, near the 
Pasig Bridge. Distance by water 7 miles from Bridge of Spain. There 
is no machinery at this quarry, the Guadalupe stone being blasted up and 
then broken by sledge. Material is used for filling or foundation pur- 
poses, only. The total output for the year was 12,948 cubic meters. 
Total cost for operating the quarry for the year was 1*7,249.96. 

Cost of quarrying Guadalupe stone was 51 centavos per cubic meter, 
and the total cost delivered in Manila averaged 83 centavos. 

Launches and stone scows. — Two launches and 21 scows were used for 
bringing stone to Manila for street purposes. They were overhauled 
during the year and placed in good condition. 

Street maintenance. — During the year the following work was done on 
131 streets in the city: 126,988 square meters of macadam; 40,311 square 
meters of resurfacing; 3,765 square meters wooden-block pavement; 
121,141 square meters of patching; 26,914 square meters of spiking; 
17,249 square meters of asphalt macadam; 5,557 square meters of ce- 
ment sidewalk; 24,551 cubic meters of filling; 24,466 cubic meters of 
excavation; 12,048 linear meters of curbs; 9,682 linear meters of ce- 
ment gutters; 66 culverts; 6,655 square meters; of gravel walk; 1,763 
square meters of stone paving ; 1,146 linear meters 1 of drains. 
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Street construction. — In addition to the regular work of maintenance 
of street the following construction work was accomplished. 

South Boulevard, from Cavite Boulevard to new Luneta laying 5,121 
square meters of macadam; 8,013 cubic meters of filling; 507 linear me- 
ters of curb, and 478 linear meters of cement gutters at a total cost of 
1*16,519.46. 

Novaliches Eoad, from Sangleyes along the east side of the Cemetery 
del Norte 4,412 square meters of macadam; 787 cubic meters of exca- 
vation ; 302 cubic meters of filling, and 526 linear meters of drains, at a 
total cost of 1*6,483.95. 

Calle Keposo, from Santa Mesa to Valenzuela 3,595 square meters 
of macadam; 2,359 cubic meters of excavation; 1,501 cubic meters of 
filling, and 587 linear meters of cement curb at a cost of 1*7,236.80. 

Canonigo extension, from Looban to Penafrancia, 8,057 square meters 
Df macadam; 30 cubic meters of excavation; 5,566 cubic meters of 
filling, and 25 linear meters of drains, at a cost of 1*23,663.52. 

Calle Felix Huertas and Mangahan have had 5-meter roadways con- 
structed part of way, viz: 4,484 square meters of macadam and 2,425 
cubic meters of filling, at a cost of 1*4,144.88. 

Calle Velasquez from Quesada to Bay, 251 houses removed from 
street area, 2,815 linear meters of drains were constructed, also 205 
cubic meters of excavation made at a cost of 1*22,411.24. 

Bridges. — There are 68 bridges within the city, 16 of which are wood, 
the rest being made of steel, concrete, or combination of both steel and 
concrete. 

The Canonigo Bridge was built at a total cost of 1*33,198.03. This 
bridge has a span of 9.41 meters, width 13.6 meters, and approaches 
41 meters long. It has a clearance of '3 meters above mean low water, 
and is designed to carry a load of 45 tons. 

The cables of Binondo lift bridge were changed so that there are 
now in use three 1-inch cables on each instead of If -inch. 

The Ayala Bridge was thoroughly scraped and painted. 

The Santa Cruz Bridge was thoroughly scraped and painted. 

The Colgante Bridge was purchased and thrown open to the use of 
the public as a foot bridge, all vehicle traffic being excluded therefrom. 

Sanitary work. — During the year the Legarda Estate barrio was com- 
pleted. This consisted of constructing 5,656 linear meters of cement 
drains and gutters at a total cost of 1*17,066.24. 

The improvement of the San Lazaro Estate was continued during the 
year and the work completed consisted of the construction of 30,068 
linear meters of cement gutters and drains at a total cost of 1*33,130.27. 

WATER SUPPLY AND SEWEBS. 

The water supply during the year was furnished directly from the 
headworks above Montalban, with the exception of the last day of the 
fiscal year. On June 27 an accident occur ed to the 36-inch cast-iron 
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main under the Mariquiria Eiver which necessitated putting into com- 
mission pumps at Sahtolan which were started on June 30. (The pipe 
was repaired and water again turned through on July 22.) 

The watershed has been partialy patrolled during the year and is free 
from human habitation except one privately owned hacienda with the 
owners of which the city is attempting to come to some arrangement 
by which they will move off. 

The pipe line from the dam to the new reservoir has been patrolled 
and inspected at various times and necessary maintenance accomplished. 
The new reservior has been kept in first-class condition and was cleaned 
in November, 1910. 

During the year some trouble was caused by dirty water in the mains 
in the city. A systematic flushing resulted in the practically cleaning 
of all pipe of snails, shell, mud and gravel. 

During the year old pipe of the Carried o system which was rendered 
useless by the new distribution system, was taken up, to the value of 
f*l 1,701.49, at a cost to the city of f*4,575.02. This included all labor 
of taking up, cleaning, and placing in good condition for other work. 

Distribution system. — The distribution system under contract with the 
Atlantic Gulf and Paciiic Company was finished during the year, and 
at the present time the total distance of all pipe within the city limits 
4 inches and over is as shown in the table of the distribution system :

Water services. — The increase in the water services amounted to 418. 
There were, altogether, 504 new installations made during the year, 
but there were 86 services discontinued during the year, in most cases 
due to the fires, which destroyed the property. 

Fire hydrants. — There are at the end of the fiscal year installed on 
the distribution system 545 modern post fire hydrants, 243 of which 
were installed by the contractors for the distribution system, or one fire 
hydrant for every 0.156 mile of water main, including mains passing 
through uninhabited territory. 

Public hydrants. — There are installed 217 public hydrants in the 
city, of which 33 were put in service during the year. 

Sanitary sewers. 





Sewers built bv department. July 1, 
1910, to June 30, 1911. 
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There are at the present time 56.76 miles, or 91,356 lineal meters, 
of sanitary sewers installed in the city of Manila. Three and ninety-six 
hundredths miles, or 8,370 meters, were built by administration during 
the year. The distances and size, and their relative locations north and 
south of the river, are given in the above table of sanitary sewers. 

House connections. — The first connection to the sanitary sewer was 
paid for and installed on May 12, 1909, and to June 30 of the same year 
there were but 36 connections paid for. On June 30, 1910, there were 
all told 946 connections paid for, or a total for the year 1910 of 910 
installations. On June 30, 1911, there were 2,081 installations made, 
or a total for the year 1911 of 1,135 connections, or an increase of 225 
over the number installed in the year 1910. 

Pumping stations. — Pumping stations were maintained during the 
year. Trouble at the Herran station was located as being caused at the 
location of the disposal station back of the Herran Market. This was 
shut up and since there has been no complaint. 

A small wall was built around the Azcarraga station and the land filled 
in by the regular employees. 

Storm-water drains. — There were a number of storm-water drains built 
since January, 1911, in the various parts of the city. The following 
is a list of same showing location, length, dimensions, cost of same, and 
from which fund they were built:

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The value of reinforced concrete buildings erected during the year 
was 1*1,144,050, an increase of 1*607,050 over the previous year. 

There were 57 convictions imposed by the municipal board for viola- 
tions of building ordinance, which resulted in the collection of fees to 
the amount of 1*762.

— The combined efforts of the Bureau of Health 
and this office have resulted in noticeable improvements in sanitary 
conditions, many old insanitary plumbings having been replaced by 
modern installations. The quality of plumbing work is also materially 
improved. 

Three prosecutions were made for improper and unauthorized work., 

The plumbing was installed and certificates issued for 831 jobs 
having an estimated value of 1*351,071.50, an increase of 1*95,836. 50 
in value over the previous year. 

Design. — This division was organized during the year and has fully 
justified its creation. It has charge of designing of buildings, bridges, 
and miscellaneous structures for the city, the supervision and construe- 
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tion of the same, as well as checking the structural details of new private 
buildings before permits are issued by the city for construction.

The arms and equipments of the department are in good condition. 
All articles lost by members during the year have been paid for. 

SECRETE SERVICE BUREAU. 



One chief, 9 American detectives, 16 Filipino detectives, 2 messengers. 

The secrete service bureau recovered stolen money to the amount of 
^1,769.85, and stolen property to the value of ^27,293.55, making a 
total of f*30,781.60. Property to the value of f*14,442.10 was recovered 
from pawnshops by the pawnshop inspector. 
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Persons measured and photographed, 1,008; measurements verified, 
732 ; identifications of old criminals, 728 ; records furnished, 430 ; persons 
without record received, 2,374, making a total of 5,272 persons handled 
by the identification department of the bureau. 

Total number of ships from foreign ports arriving in Manila Bay, 
660 ; number boarded by an agent of the bureau, 420 ; not boarded 240 ; 
number of ships leaving Manila Bay for foreign ports, 641; boarded 
by agent, 452 ; not boarded, 189. 

RELIEF OF FIRE SUFFERERS. 

The fire which occurred in Bancusay, district of Tondo, on February 
25, rendered more than 7,800 people homeless; about 1,500 houses, 
nearly all of light material, were destroyed. This department issued 
gratuitously to the sufferers 150 sacks of rice and 60 cases of salmon, 
also other articles of food donated by private parties. 

On March 10, a fire in Pandacan destroyed about 227 houses and 
about 1,500 people were made homeless; 100 sacks of rice and 24 cases 
of salmon were issued by this department to the destitute, also biscuits, 
sardines, and other articles of food donated by private parties. 

During these fires, and one in Paco on March 16, fourteen third-class 
patrolmen lost their houses and household effects, and most of them, 
all their clothing. These men were given relief from the Manila police 
fund to the amount of :P20 each men, making a total of f*480. 

PUBLIC VEHICLE SERVICE. 

The improvement noted in the last annual report in the regulation 
of the public vehicle service due to cooperation between the police and 
the city assessor and collector has continued, with very satisfactory 
results, during the past year. The system of temporary confiscation 
of licenses by the police in cases where vehicles, harness, equipment 
in general, or the horses, are in a condition unsatisfactory to the require- 
ments of the service, pending the necessary corrective action on the 
part of the owners of the said vehicles and animals has been continued 
in force, and 383 licenses were confiscated on this account during the 
year and forwarded to the city assessor and collector and held by him 
until the abuses or nuisances were corrected. 

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Special attention was given to all cases involving cruelty to animals, 
and in this work the cooperation of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals is acknowledged. One thousand five hundred and 
seventy arrests were made on this charge during the year.

During the month of August, there were parades and meetings held 
by students of the University of Santo Tomas, protesting against the 
transfer of the College of San Jose from the Dominican to the Jesuit 
Order. These required extra duty to be performed by the police. 

On January 10, there was a strike among the employees of a warehouse 
along the river front, which was settled the following day.

EQUIPMENT. 

The apparatus of the department at the present time consists of the 
following: Six steam fire engines, one gasoline (horse drawn) fire engine, 
one motor combination fire engine and hose wagon, four chemical 
engines, two combination chemical and hose wagons, six hose wagons, 
two hook-and-ladder trucks, two fuel wagons, one supply wagon, chief's 
motor and deputy chiefs motor, and two buggies. 
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The department has in use 21,350 feet of %\ inch fire hose, of which 
15,000 feet is in a first-class condition, and 4,000 feet is in a serviceable 
condition. 

The general equipment of the department is in first-class condition. 

NEW APPARATUS. 

The Webb motor engine has been in service since June, 1910, and 
has given excellent satisfaction in every respect, showing a marked 
saving over the .cost of maintaining horse-drawn apparatus of equal 
capacity. This engine has not only added to the efficiency of the depart- 
ment by enabling it to give better protection to the district of Santa 
Mesa, but the whole city is benefited because this machine can respond 
to alarms from any part of the city in much less time than horse-drawn 
apparatus. For example in the case of the recent fire in the Tondo 
district, the motor engine reached the scene in response to the alarm 
in less than one-third the time it took horse-drawn apparatus from 
the same station to make the run. 

The transportation for the deputy chief was changed from a horse 
and buggy to motor, resulting in better service and a saving in the 
cost of maintaining the two horses and buggy displaced by this motor. 

FIRES. 

One hundred and forty-five fires occurred in the city during the year. 
This is an increase of 44 over the number for the fiscal year 1910, and 
an increase of 21 over the number for the fiscal year 1909. It is also 
the largest number of fires that have occurred in the city during any 
year since the organization of the fire department. In addition to the 
above, the department responded to one alarm for a fire outside the 
city limits. 

While the number of fires was much larger, the lost for the fiscal 
year 1911 was only f*497,984, or less than one-half as great as the 
loss for the fiscal year 1910. The estimated loss for the year was 
approximately 9.7 per cent of the value of the property involved by 
the fires. The insurance loss for the year was approximately 7.9 per 
cent of the amount of insurance involved. 

All fires were carefully investigated. The following were found to be 
among the principal causes: 

Lighted cigarettes -- 17 

Defective flues 8 

Explosion of lamps 10 

Incendiary 19 

Explosion of gasoline ~ - 9 

INSPECTIONS. 

Eegular inspections of each district were made by the proper officers, 
and fire hydrants were inspected monthly by opening the plugs and 
flushing out the valves. 
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STATION BUILDINGS. 

Extensive repairs were made to Tanduay fire station and this building 
is now in excellent condition. 

Santa Cruz fire station was also repaired and repainted. 

Minor repairs were made to all stations. 

The Tondo fire station is in very poor condition and is also very 
badly located, adjoining the Tondo public school. Provision has been 
made in the estimates for the fiscal year 1912 for the erection of a 
new station on a different site. 

Extensive repairs will be necessary to Paco fire station during the 
next year. 

ELECTRICAL DIVISION. 

The regular force of the electrical division consists of 1 city electrician 
and 3 linemen. The work of this division is divided into seven branches, 
viz, Maintenance of fire and police alarm systems, outside construction, 
electrical inspections, electrical testing, installation and repair work, 
street lighting, miscellaneous and special work. 

FIRE-ALARM SYSTEM. 

All fire-alarm boxes have been thoroughly inspected and tested, have 
been kept in perfect working order, and have transmitted all alarms 
properly. 

Due to improvements in box connections and to using copper line 
wire, the fire alarm system has been kept more free from grounds and 
less trouble was experienced from broken wires and other defects than has 
been possible heretofore. The storage battery room has been remodeled 
and improved, and the system extended by the addition of five boxes. 

POLICE-ALARM SYSTEM. 

The police-alarm system has been kept in a satisfactory working 
condition, although the trouble on this system is many times that of 
the fire-alarm system owing to the much more severe and constant 
usage which it experiences. A number of improvements have been made 
during the year on this system in rearranging the wiring and connections 
and applying more effective insulating methods. The system was also 
extended by the addition of five boxes. 

OUTSIDE CONSTRUCTION WORK. 

Various fires during the year have destroyed a considerable amount 
of outside construction, damages to the extent of 1*2,085 having been 
sustained from this cause. 

A considerable amount of reconstruction and repair work has been done, 
including the setting of 83 new poles, the installation of 400 new cross 
arms, and general repairs in connection with the regular necessary 
maintenance work. 
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There are now 1,270 poles belonging to the city. The Philippine 
Islands Telephone and Telegraph Company use 930 of these, from 
which a revenue of 1*2,773.38 was derived, being an increase of 13.7 
per cent over the revenue derived from this source last year, and an 
increase of 112 per cent over 1909. The Manila Electric Kailroad and 
Light Company used 149 city poles, from which a revenue of ^205.86 
was derived, this amount being for one-half year's rental, as the contract 
covering the arrangement was only recently entered into. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Eight thousand five hundred and forty-five inspections of new elec- 
trical installations were made, the fees for which amounted to 1*11,804.37, 
an increase of 1*4,775.95 over last year and 1*6,565.85 over 1909. 
Twenty-four old installations were also inspected and condemnation 
notices, or statements of repairs required rendered the owners. 

A careful supervision of the operating rooms of moving picture 
theaters was maintained during the year and only two fires of any 
consequence, due to electrical causes, occurred, both of which were 
confined to the operating rooms, which were strictly fire proof.

One thousand six hundred and thirty-six electric meters were tested 
in accordance with section 321, chapter 19, Eevised Ordinances. Of these 
meters, 1,387 were found to be correct with 3 per cent as provided by 
law and 249 incorrect. The total fees for these tests amounted to 
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1*3,272. Twelve meters were tested at consumers' premises by request, 
all of which were found to be correct within 3 per cent. Ten meters 
were tested for evidence in court. Photometric tests and tests for length 
of life and efficiency have been made on every type and manufacture 
of lamp used by the city. Extensive tests for electrolysis of the water 
pipe lines were made at various times throughout the year. These tests 
covered all portions of the city where trouble of this character was liable 
to occur. Beports were rendered to the department of engineering 
and public works and action taken to adequately protect the water pipe 
system. Various electric service tests were made throughout the city 
and continuous charts taken showing the value and fluctuation of the 
voltage. 

INSTALLATION AND REPAIR WORK. 

During the year a number of extensive remodellings of installations 
have been accomplished, including those of city stables Nos. 1 and 2, 
Luneta police station, Meisic police station, Tanduay fire station, Santa 
Cruz fire station, and City Hall. Several installations, including city 
stable No. 1 and Tanduay fire station were furnished with 110/220 
volt three-wire service and a decided improvement in illumination and 
efficiency effected. The usual amount of work in connection with repairs 
to electrical apparatus, etc., was done during the year. 

PUBLIC LIGHTING. 

Considerable progress and many decided improvements have been 
made in the street lighting. A contract was made with the Manila 
Electric Eailroad and Light Company for the furnishing of series 
tungsten incandescent lamps of 60 candlepower each, supplied with 
a radial- wave reflector. A rate of K)2 per year per light was made 
for supplying, maintaining, and operating these lights. The adoption 
of the series tungsten incandescent lamp has proven most satisfactory, 
inasmuch as this type of lamp is particularly adapted to the efficient 
illumination of by far the larger number of streets in Manila. The 
radial-wave reflector used with this light greatly improves its illuminating 
efficiency. Two types of Holophane prismatic reflectors have also been 
tried with very satisfactory results and the adoption of one of these 
types for use in certain localities is possible. 

Five hundred and thirty-three lights of this type were installed 
during the year, a large number of them being in short callejons which 
were formerly in darkness owing to the impossibility of providing them 
with arc lights. Other of these lights were substituted for arcs on 
narrow and crooked streets where illumination with arcs is expensive 
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and unsatisfactory and where this new type of light accomplished a 
marked improvement in illuminationias well as a saving in cost. Also 
less trouble from outages is experienced with the incandescent than with 
the arc lamps. Most of the new streets opened or developed during 
the year were provided with this type of light. 

An account of all lights out has been kept by means of reports from 
the police and deductions from the monthly bills have been made on 
this account, amounting to 1*3 34.24. 

The total number of street lights in service on June 30, 1911, was 
1,049, of which 502 were arcs and 547 incandescent lights. 

Plans have bain made for providing ornamental lighting, befitting 
the sorroundings, for the new Luneta and similar localities, which have 
been beautified at considerable expense to the city. Samples of orna- 
mental standards have been obtained and will soon be installed. 

Provision has been made in the estimates for this department for 
the ensuing year for the erection of a new fire station in the district 
of Malate.' This is decided upon on account of the more adequate pro- 
tection to be secured for the district of Malate and Santa Ana. 

Another improvement under contemplation is the installation of a 
combination hose wagon and chemical in the district of Santa Mesa. 
Such an apparatus could extinguish a small blaze before the arrival of 
the motor engine from Tanduay station, and could also prevent a fire 
from spreading during the five minutes which it takes the motor engine 
from Tanduay station to make this run. 

Steps will be taken toward placing underground, in certain sections 
of the city, all electric wires. Sections where this should be done as 
soon as possible are the congested districts and those localities which 
have been beautified at considerable expense to the city and where the 
presence of unsightly poles and wires would render all these efforts 
at beautification largely wasted. The Escolta is the street most in need 
of underground service at present as the congested nature of this street 
leaves no room for the numerous poles there at present, to say nothing 
of the element of danger introduced by the presence of so many wires. 
With these wires underground, the only poles necessary would be those 
supporting the trolley, which could be of an ornamental nature and also 
serve the purpose of supporting the lights for illuminating the street. 
All wires of the telephone company on this street have been underground 
since the company began operation. 

Action has been taken towards providing more commodious quarters 
for the electrical division in order to facilitate the proper and efficient 
performance of the duties of this department. 
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Attention is invited to the appendixes attached hereto, giving detailed 
information regarding fires, alarms, etc.

DEPARTMENT OF ASSESSMENTS AND COLLECTIONS. 

The following is compiled from the annual report of the city assessor 
and collector: 

The total amount of city taxes, charges, fees, etc., collected during the 
fiscal year was 1*3,095,783.70 as compared with a total of 1*2,975,103.68 
collected during the fiscal year 19l0. 

The cost to the city for assessing and collecting these taxes, chnrLYs, 
fees, etc., was 1*100,000, or 3.23 centavos for each peso collected, and 
is less than the percentage cost of any previous year: 

REAL-ESTATE TAX. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Manila Charter a new 
general assessment of all land and improvements thereon in the city 
of Manila has been made for the years 1911, to 1915, inclusive, the 
assessment being for a period of five years, but property owners have 
the privilege under the law of appealing in January of each year, to 
the Board of Tax Appeals, against valuations. The work of making 
this assessment has been conducted for the past five years by officers 
and employees of the division of assessments and collections of this 
Bureau, securing data relative to rentals, sales of property, etc., in 
all parts of the city. 

This is the fourth general assessment made of land and improvements 
in the city of Manila. The first assessment was made by the city 
assessor and collector in 1901 and 1902 and resulted in a total valuation 
of taxable property of 1*84,123,818; the second assessment was made 
in 1903 by the Special Board of Tax Ee vision created by Act No. 581, 
and resulted in a total valuation for taxation of 1^74,207,154; the 
third assessment was made by the city assessor and collector in 1905 
and resulted in a total valuation for taxation of 1*80,525,235; and the 
fourth assessment made in 1910 resulted in a total valuation for taxation 
of 1*84,376,958.

Real estate taxes to the amount of 1*1,286,002.07 were collected during 
the fiscal year, as compared with 1*1,291,129.62 collected during the 
fiscal year 1910, a decrease of K>,067.55, due to the comparatively small 
amount of delinquent taxes left for collection during the fiscal year 
1911. The calendar year 1911 taxes collected during the fiscal year 
exceeded the calendar year 1910 collections made during the fiscal 
year 1910 by f*16,871.56. 

Ninety-six per cent of the calendar year 1910 real estate taxes were 
paid during that year, as compared with 95 per cent of current taxes 
paid during the calendar year 1909, 94 per cent during 1908, 92 per 
cent during 1907, and 89 per cent during 1906.

MATADERO. 

The collections from this source during the fiscal year amounted to 
f*199,738.38, as compared with f*190,257.42 during the fiscal year 
1910, an increase of 1*9,480.96, or about 5 per cent. 

There were slaughtered and removed for consumption during the 
fiscal year 93,547 animals, weighing, dressed 6,657,946 kilos, as compared 
with 89,9-38 animals, weighing, dressed, 6,341,914 kilos slaughtered and 
removed during the fiscal year 1910. 

The Islands furnish comparatively few cattle for this purpose, so that 
practically all of the animals slaughtered are imported. Prior to May, 
1910, when a large shipment of Australian cattle was imported, Hong- 
kong, Saigon, and Cochin- China were the only markets from which 
importations of beef cattle were received. Unfortunately the port from 
which the Australian cattle were shipped was found to be infected with 
animal diseases, and further importations were prohibited. Arrange- 
ments have recently been made for the construction of corrals and a 
slaughterhouse at Sisiman Bay, near Mariveles, where animals from 
Australian and other ports declared infected may be kept and slaughtered. 
This will no doubt have the effect of greatly reducing the price of meat, 
as was the case when Australian cattle were imported in May, 1910.

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PUBLIC MARKETS. 

There were collected as market fees during the fiscal year 5*295,351. 25, 
as compared with "?2 7 8, 7 3 6. 8 5 collected during the fiscal year 1910, 
an increase of 3*16,614.40, or ahout 6 per cent. 

Of the two large markets, Divisoria shows an increase in collections 
of 4£ per cent, and Quinta about 3 per cent, as compared with fiscal 
year 1910 collections. The expenses for collecting market fees were 
considerably reduced by the adoption of a new form of market receipt 
or ticket.

Increases are shown, as compared with collections during the fiscal 
year 1910, in business licenses and permits, public vehicle licenses, 
and sales of public vehicle equipment, while decreases are shown in liquor 
licenses, dog licenses, peddlers' licenses, and public entertainment licenses ; 
resulting in a net decrease of 5*21,342.73, or about 9 per cent. 

The receipts from liquor licenses have decreased steadily during the 
past six years, with the exception of a slight increase during the fiscal 
year 1909 over the preceding year. 

There has been very little change in the receipts from business licenses 
and permits during the past three fiscal years. 
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During the fiscal year 1910 the license tax on dogs was reduced about 
40 per cent, and special effort was made by the police to require all 
owners of dogs to take out licenses. As a result, the collections from 
this source during the fiscal year 1910 were more than twice as great 
as during the preceding year. There were no doubt fewer dogs in the 
city during 1911 because of the activity of the police in this respect. 

Peddlers were formerly permitted to sell from fixed places at church 
fairs and other similar gatherings, but during the past fiscal year they 
have been required by the police to keep moving, which has resulted 
in a slight decrease in the number of peddlers' licenses issued and a 
corresponding increase in the number of fixed stand or business licenses 
issued. 

The large decrease in receipts from entertainment licenses is due to 
a resolution of the Municipal Board, effective on the first day of the fiscal 
year 1911, prohibiting the opening of dance halls except on Saturdays, 
Sundays, official holidays, and eves of official holidays. 

The increase in receipts from public vehicle licenses and sale of public 
vehicle equipment is due largely to the fact that all public vehicle licenses 
were renewed on November 30, 1910, and licenses issued for periods 
of one year, so that a distinctive number plate can be used. New number 
plates were sold for all vehicles licensed.

CATTLE REGISTRATION. 

Municipal Ordinance No. 106, "The Cattle Eegistration Ordinance," 
provides for two kinds of registration, one to be covered by certificate 
of ownership and one to be covered by certificate of registration. Cer- 
tificates of ownership are issued only for animals duly branded with 
owners' private brands and brand of the City of Manila, while certificates 
of registration are issued (for horses, mules, and asses only) without 
requiring the branding of animals. By arrangement made through 
the Executive Secretary, certificates of ownership issued under Ordinance 
No. 106 are honored by provincial officials throughout the Islands as 
though they were issued under Act No. 1147, the General Cattle Eegistra- 
tion Law, effective in all parts of the Islands except Manila. 

During the fiscal year 13,874 certificates of ownership and 3,080 
certificates of registration were issued at a uniform fee of f*l, making 
the total collections for the year F16,954, a decrease of f*799 as compared 
with collections during the fiscal year 1910. 

RENTALS OF CITY PROPERTY. 

During the period covered by this report there has been collected 
as rentals for the use of city property the sum of 1*26,325.72, as compared 
with a collection of f*21, 333.22 during the fiscal year 1910, an increase 
of f*4,992.50. 

There was collected during the }^ear the sum of 1*2,730.25 as rent 
for the use of city telephone poles, as compared with ^1,754.51 from 
the same source during the fiscal year 1910. 

On June 30, 1911, there were 79 tenants of city properties occupying 
88 sites. 

SALES OF CITY PROPERTY. 

During the fiscal year 14 pieces of city land were sold. Including 
deferred payments made on properties sold during prior fiscal years, 
the total collection under this head during the year amounted to 
§*45,792.54 as compared with f*41,918.79 during the preceding year. 

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

The Weights and Measures Law, Act 1519, Philippine Commission, 
has been in operation in the city of Manila since March 1, 1907. Com- 
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meriting January 1, 1909, scales, balances, weights, and measures in 
the metric system only have been sealed. 

During the fiscal year covered by this report there were issued 4,816 
license certificates for the testing and sealing of metric seals and measures 
as follows :

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TRANSPORTATION OF MEAT.

In consideration of the payment of this franchise tax the company 
is exempted from the payment of all other taxes except the real-estate 
tax. This company is the only concern paying franchise taxes to the 
city.

The average daily force numbers 1281. The average wage per diem 
is 1*1.08 on the basis of 34.3 days in the year for each employee, and 
an average annual wage of 1*369.26. 

STORES AND SUPPLIES. 

With the exception of small quantities of gravel and sand, the food 
for animals in the Zoological Garden and scrap meat for dogs in the 
pound (all of which supplies are furnished at contract rates), all supplies 
used were drawn from the division of stores and supplies, city of Manila, 
upon requisition and the cost for such supplies are fixed by the Bureau 
of Supply. For this reason, this department can only control the total 
annual cost for supplies by limiting the amounts used. Due effort 
has been made to ascertain the minimum quantities of supplies required 
for various purposes and it is the duty of every foreman and his sub- 
ordinates to see that only minimum amounts are used, without injury 
to the ultimate results desired.

STREET SPRINKLING AND FLUSHING.

During the hot dry season, when there is a strong wind 
blowing, the number of these on hand, namely twenty-six, is insufficient 
to permit the department to thoroughly wet down all the streets. 

This condition can be relieved in part by placing street-car sprinklers 
in operation and measures to use street-car sprinklers with loading 
hydrants of large diameter at convenient points are now under consi- 
deration. 

Sprinkling cans are used on some of the bridges and small plazas. 
Hose is used for sprinkling Calle General Solano and for flushing the 
paved streets in the business section of the city. 

The approximate area of street surface sprinkled is as follows : 

Square meters. 

By wagon 900,000 

By hose '. 30,000 

By cans - 12,000 

Total area 952,000 

This is a little more than half of the area covered by the street 
sweepers. 

The streets were sprinkled 325 days during the year, at an average 
annual cost of 1*46.06 per thousand square meters. 

STREET CLEANING. 

The street-cleaning force is divided into two general districts — one 
on each side of the Pasig Eiver. These districts are subdivided into 
blocks. A head laborer is in charge of the day and night force of 
each block and is held responsible for the condition of the streets to 
the district foremen. 

The approximate area swept daily was 1,740,000 square meters. 
Street sweepings and scrapings to the amount of 30,220 horse-cart loads 
and 46,043 hand-cart loads was taken to low land and used for filling. 

The average annual cost for street sweeping and cleaning was 1*43.04 
per thousand square meters. 
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COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE, HOUSE REFUSE, AND DEAD 

ANIMALS. 

The carts for collecting garbage as well as the laborers of the loading 
force are each assigned to certain streets and have a well-defined territory 
to cover. The area assigned each cart is known as a garbage-collection 
block. 

The carts and collecting force start their work at about 9 p. m. daily 
and continue on the job until their work is finished, which is about 
daylight. 

The rubbish is carted to low land and covered with earth. Material 
unfit for filling low land is taken to the crematory and burned. 

The rubbish and garbage collected by the garbage carts amounted 
to 89,590 cartloads of which 9,989 cartloads were cremated. 

The average annual cost per capita for garbage collection in the city 
of Manila was P0.51. 

Dead animals too large for the garbage cans are collected by the 
dead-animal wagon, and most of these are taken to the Manila Eefining 
Company's plant, as provided in the contract between the city of Manila 
and the Manila Eefining Company. 

A decided decrease in the number of large animals collected has been 
noted and- the following statement shows the number of large animals 
collected during the fiscal years 1908, 1909, 1910, and 1911 : 

1908 4,540 

1909 3,761 

1910 - 3,161 

1911 - 2,658 

This is accounted for in part by a decrease in importations of beef 
and work cattle from foreign ports (owing to quarantine restrictions) 
and a decrease in condemnations of live stock by the military authorities.

These sheds are under the charge of guards ; one guard having charge 
of several sheds wherever feasible. Flush closets were installed in 
place of pails in the sheds at the Divisoria Market, the shed at the Sam- 
paloc Market, and the shed in the Botanical Gardens. 

The cost for operating, maintaining and equipping the 174 public 
midden sheds amounted to 1*82,166.72. 

COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF NIGHT SOIL. 

Despite the installation of the new sewer system in the better class 
of buildings, the pail-cleaning service has not decreased, and the vault- 
cleaning service was larger than the previous year.

The steam barge Pluto was not in service during the year, and was 
sold for :P25,003. The Herran disposal station was placed out of 
service during the year and all night soil collected is now taken to the 
Azcarraga disposal station. 

For the repair of pail and commode equipment the department 
employs a force of carpenters and coopers. Only by careful inspection 
of the pails and covers in service, the immediate removal from the 
service of broken pails and covers and their prompt repair can noisome 
odors be avoided in transporting night soil through the city. This

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feature of the work requires particular attention and a liberal outlay 
of funds for new staves, hoops, screw bolts, rubber gaskets, cover irons, 
tar for painting, etc. Otherwise, the objectionable odor arising from 
defective pails is a source of annoyance to the general public. 

For collecting and disposing of night soil the department has a fixed 
rate, namely, f*30 a year, or approximately F0.08J daily for each pail 
cleaned, and 1*7 for every load or fraction of a load removed from vaults, 
one load being about 2,000 liters or 500 gallons. 

PUBLIC SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

There was collected and deposited to the credit of the department 
a fee of 3 centavos for each kilogram of dressed meat taken from the 
public slaughterhouse. The amount of f*199,738.38 was collected for 
6,657,946 kilograms. 

All expenses for the operation of the public slaughterhouse were 
paid by this department. 

Transportation of meat from public slaughterhouse to marhets. — The 
following statement gives the number of quarters and carcasses of 
dressed meat taken from the public slaughterhouse on calle Azcarraga and 
the public slaughterhouse at the Pandacan cattle corral, to the public 
markets, private meat markets, and other places as shown. 

This delivery of meat was in city wagons, built for this purpose, 
and under the direction of this department. 

For each quarter of beef, and for each carcass of dressed meat of 
other animals, a fee of 7 centavos was collected.

PUBLIC MARKETS. 

There has been a creditable increase in market collections, indicating 
an increase in daily use of market stalls. The market buildings have 
received minor repairs; tables and floors have been repaired where 
required; and the markets are in very good condition. The new market 
ticket system has been established in all the markets, except the Herran 
market which will soon be removed. 

The advantages of the new ticket system with printed dates and 
stall numbers has been discussed in previous reports, but it is noted 
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that this ticket has more than fulfilled the expectations of these who 
advocated its use. The method of assignment is simple, permits no 
misunderstandings between assigner and assignee; and there is the 
evidence always in plain sight that the stall has been assigned, paid for, 
and the goods offered for sale viewed by the assigner. 

A new market is being constructed on calle Looban, near the Paco 
Bridge. This market will be of reinforced concrete and will probably 
be fitted out with concrete tables. The market will contain about 500 
stalls of standard size. It is proposed to limit the class of supplies 
permitted to be sold in the market to food products only. This market 
will be on an estero — large enough to make it accessible for large cascos 
with provincial produce. This new market is centrally located for the 
districts of Ermita, Malate, and Paco. All of these conditions make it 
quite an improvement in location over the site now occupied by the 
Herran Market, which it replaces. 

Negotiations are under way looking toward the removal of the 
Arranque Market to a site on the bank of the estero de San Lazaro near 
the present market. The change in location will be a great improve- 
ment, as the proposed site will have the advantage of water transporta- 
tion. The Arranque Market building could remain at its present 
location and be rented, as is now done with the Anda Market building. 

The total market receipts from the rental of stalls amounted to 
=P295,351.25, as compared with 1*278,736.85 the previous year. For 
detailed statement, see report of department of assessments and collec- 
tions. 

CITY CEMETERIES. 

Extensive improvements of a permanent nature were made at Ce- 
menterio del Norte. The roadways were regraveled ; the drainage system 
for storm water greatly extended; many of the single gravel sections 
were graded and sodded; plants and trees were set out in the improved 
sections and along the roadways ; all of which resulted in an appreciable 
permanent improvement. 

The general parking and landscape gardening scheme for this cemetery 
has progressed to a point where it is now not difficult to see that the 
completion of the work will give to the city of Manila a burial site 
which will be a credit to the community. 

When the long, gentle slopes of this cemetery are covered with green 
sod, ornamental shrubs, palm, and trees, and when the winding roads and 
walks are shaded with shapely avenue trees, the results will more than 
repay every effort and expenditure that has been made to transform 
this waste land into a spot of beauty, commemorative of the respect and 
reverence extended to their dead by civilized communities. 

Plans for the proposed crematory and receiving vault for which 
appropriation has been made, are being prepared. 
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As a number of the delayed half payments for single graves had 
run over the five-year limit, these graves reverted by law to the city of 
Manila. As the reversion takes place, the remains are exhumed and 
cremated, the ashes preserved in metal receptacles and the receptacles 
filed in cabinets and indexed, as provided by the city ordinances. For 
this purpose, a temporary crematory was built at the cemetery.

PARKS AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

The permanent improvement of the "Luneta Green" and surrounding 
park strips along the club and hotel sites, the extension of the work 
of grading and sodding the glacis around the city walls, and the 
improvement of low areas on Camp Wallace Field added much new area 
to that already cared for under the head of "Maintenance of parks." 

During the year, the area of the city land in the new Malate Park 
site was greatly extended by the purchase of several large parcels of 
land included in the limits of this site and the work of filling in the 
low land in this new park site was begun in the month of February. 

Many new trees were planted along the streets during the early part 
of the year, before the close of the rainy season. 

A catalogue of trees and plants in the city plant nursery with a tariff 
of prices was published during the year, and the sales from the plants 
almost equaled the entire expense of the nursery. 

It is expected that many new varieties and species of plants will be 
propogated in the nursery during the next two or three years and avail- 
able for transplanting to the new botanical gardens in Malate as soon 
as this site is prepared for receiving them. 

The tree and plant nursery now occupies the lower portion of the 
Cementerio del Norte site and flanks the entrance way on both sides. 
This does not detract from the beauty of the cemetery as the young 
plants are attractive. 

The cost for park maintenance for the fiscal year was f*63,798.71. 

ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN. 

Contributions of small animals (mostly reptiles and fowl), kindly 
donated by interested parties, were the principal additions to the collec- 
tion of animals at the Zoo. No attempt was made to procure animals 
by purchase or exchange, as it is not deemed wise to try to care for 
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additional animals until new and more commodious quarters have been 
provided. 

The plans for the new Malate Park site have a certain section laid 
out for Zoological Gardens and when these gardens are developed, 
accommodations for a greater and more varied collection of animals 
will be provided. 

To offset the ordinary deterioration of cages, buildings, and fences, 
it is necessary to make repairs and alterations from time to time. 
During the dry season when preparations were under way to make needed 
repairs and alterations, some of the animals were shifted to smaller 
quarters, old material was torn out, and new material procured.

The quarters for impounded animals are in need of repairs and 
alterations and it is planned to undertake this work in the early part 
of the next fiscal year. 

As provided in the city oridnances, the impounding fee for dogs 
is f*3, but unlicensed dogs are not released until the license is obtained. 
The impounding fee for all other animals is 1*4 with an additional 
fee of ^1 a day or fraction thereof for sustenance and care of same. 

LAND TRANSPORTATION SERVICE. 

Nearly every division of the department is dependent upon the city 
stables for transportation; by far the largest street area is sprinkled 
by wagons; the greater part of the street sweepings and refuse collected 
from the streets and gutters must be carted away; garbage and rubbish 
is collected and disposed of by carts and wagons; night soil is collected 
and taken to the disposal stations by pail trucks on tank wagons; dead 
animals are collected by wagon; one wagon is assigned to the city pound; 
dressed meat is hauled from the slaughter house to the markets by 
wagon: all material used in filling low land, improving park and 
cemetery sites is transported by carts or wagons, and passenger vehicles 
are furnished the superintendents and foremen for their inspection 
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work. The total cost for land transportation service is therefore one 
of the largest items of expense charged to the department. 

In addition to the services of this character, required by the depart- 
ment of sanitation and transportation, land transportation is issued 
upon requisition to Insular Bureaus in the city of Manila, to city 
departments other than this department, and to provinces and munic- 
ipalities having need of transportation in the city of Manila. 

All transportation furnished to other city departments, Insular 
Bureaus, provinces, and municipalities are charged for at the tariff 
rates authorized for this service and the department is reimbursed at 
these rates. 

The service issued to this department is computed at the regular 
tariff rates. 

The total charge made against the various divisions of this department 
for transportation amounted to f*220,548.46, and services of this nature 
issued to carry on work charged to special funds allotted to this depart- 
ment amounted to 1^18,3 76. 14, so that the total of land transportation 
service operated under the direction of the department of sanitation 
and transportation was ^238,924.60. 

CITY HALL, OFFICE AND GENERAL EXPENSE. 

The janitor service at the City Hall cost the department 1*2,396.14 
for labor, supplies, and equipment. A net expenditure of 5*27,425.20 
was made for the office expenses and those general items of expense not 
incurred for any especial division of the department.

OFFICE FORCE. 

The office force of the department of city schools consists of 1 
superintendent of city schools; 1 clerk, class 6; 1 clerk, class 9; and 
1 clerk, Class D. 

Mr. G. A. O'Reilly, the superintendent, left for the United States 
on April 14 and Mr. M. II. O'Malley, the chief clerk, took charge of 
the office until Mr. J. D. De Huff, division superintendent of schools, 
was assigned to the city of Manila on June 1, as acting superintendent 
of schools. 
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There are 420 teachers in Manila, of which number 360 are Filipinos 
and 60 Americans. As seen by the following table, 356 of the Filipino 
teachers are paid by the city, and the remaining teachers, 64 in number, 
and the superintendent are paid by the Insular Government.

MANILA CITY SCHOOLS. 

The system of instruction established in Manila provides for a division 
into three classes — prima^, intermediate, and secondary. There are 
four primary school districts, as follows: 

District No. 1: Santa Ana, Pandacan, Paco, Sampaloc, Santa Mesa, 
Penafrancia. District No. 2: Malate, Singalong, Concepcion, Ermita, 
Intramuros. District No. 3: Santa Cruz, Cervantes, San Lazaro, 
Quiapo, San Sebastian, Trozo. District No. 4: Tondo, Gagalangin, 
San Nicolas, Meisic, Chinese school. 

Intermediate schools are located in Intramuros, Sampaloc, Paco, and 
Meisic. 

There is but one secondary school, namely the Manila High School, 
situated in the Walled City. 

There is one special school where primary, intermediate, and secondary 
instruction is given to English-speaking pupils. Intermediate and pri- 
mary instruction is also given at the Santa Isabel Convent. Primary 
instruction is given at the Hospicio de San Jose. 
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Primary schools comprise a course of four years, intermediate three 
years, and secondary four years, so that the pupil completing his studies 
and obtaining grade from the high schools is supposed to have had 
eleven years' instruction.

REMARKS. 



From the preceding statement, it will be seen that, of the thirty build- 
ings used for school purposes in the city, only four belong to the munic- 
ipality and two to the Insular Government, the remaining twenty-four 
being of private ownership and leased to the city, which paid on this 
account during the year ending June 30, last, rental amounting to 
f*40,955.75. 
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In spite of this expenditure, these rented buildings do not furnish the 
facilities required, there being more pupils than can be accommodated, 
and the hygienic conditions in some of the rooms being very poor. 

After a very careful investigation, the superintendent of city schools 
submitted a detailed report as to the available locations in the city where 
adequate buildings for public schools could be erected. This report was 
approved by the Board, and is as follows : 

Fifteen new buildings would be required to accommodate the primary schools 
alone. Each of these buildings should contain twenty rooms. This would pro- 
vide nineteen rooms for class work and one for the office of the principal, or a 
total in the fifteen buildings of 285 class rooms. Upon a basis of 40 pupils for 
each class room, these 285 class rooms would accommodate 11,400 pupils. These 
figures do not include the Meisic and San Nicolas buildings, which are the prop- 
erty of the government and which, although to a large extent unsuitable for 
school purposes, can be used as at present for some years to come. Adding the 
3,000 pupils of Meisic and San Nicolas to the 11,400 above mentioned, we have a 
total of 14,400 which could be accommodated in the two buildings just mentioned 
and fifteen new twenty-ioom buildings. The present number of primary children 
in scl ool is about 11,000, but it is safe to say that a thousand more would come if 
there were room for them. Then taking into consideration the normal increase 
which might be expected by the time fifteen new buildings could be erected, it 
will be seen that provisions for the accommodation of from 14,000 to 15,000 pri- 
mary children would not be out of reason. 

The most advantageous location for these primary schools would, in my opin- 
ion, be as follows: 

Tanduay: Located at present at No. 10, Calle Alix, Sampaloc. Might be re- 
moved to the westward several blocks so as to come nearer to the Quiapo popu- 
lation. 

Sampaloc: Located at present at No. 228 Calle Alix, Sampaloc. Any location 
within the near vicinity of the present building would be satisfactory. 

Santa Mesa: Located at present at No. 530, Calle Santa Mesa. Anywhere 
within the near vicinity of the present building would be satisfactory. 

Zurbaran — San Lazaro: Zurbaran school is at present located at No. 35 Calle 
Zurbaran, Santa Cruz; and San Lazaro school is located at G88 Calle Rizal (Cer- 
vantes), Santa Cruz. These two schools might be combined with a building to be 
located about half way between their present respective locations. 

Gagalanging: Located at present at No. 380 Calle Anloague (Gagalanging). 
Anywhere within a radius of several blocks of the present building would be satis- 
factory, preferably toward Tondo. 

Tondo: Located at present at No. 99 Calle P. Herrera, Tondo. Any location 
within the near vicinity of the present building would be satisfactory. 

Trozo: Located at present at No. 232 Calle Benavides (Diaz), Trczo. Any 
location within near vicinity of present one would be satisfactory. 

Santa Cruz low primary and Santa Cruz advanced primary: Former is at 
present located at No. 102 Calle San Pedro, Santa Cruz; and latter at No. 116 
Calle Misericordia, Santa Cruz. It would be preferable to combine these schools, 
if a suitable site could be found somewhere within a radius of a few blocks from 
the location of either of these present schools, but it should, if possible, be this 
side of Calle Azcarraga.

Intramuros and Concepcion: Present Intramuros school is located at 134 Calle 
Beaterio and the Concepcion school at 14 Calle San Marcelino. There are very 
few children living within the near vicinity of the latter school, the most of the 
400 or 500 children who go there coming from some distance away. With a large 
building for Tanduay, all children north of the river who would otherwise come 
to the present Concepcion school would be provided for, while all who live south 
of the river could go to Intramuros, or to the training classes of the new Normal 
School, thus combining the Intramuros and Concepcion schools. Any location 
within the near vicinity of Intramuros would be satisfactory for the new school 
building. 

Santa Ana: Present location at No. 745 Calle Herran. Anywhere in or near 
Santa Ana would be satisfactory. 

Pandacan: Present location at No. 270 Calle Beata, Pandacan. Anywhere in 
or near Pandacan would be satisfactory. 

Paco-Peuaf rancia : Paco primary at present occupies two buildings situated 
respectively at 324 Herran and 47 Trece de Agosto. Peiiafrancia school is lo- 
cated at 25 Penafrancia. All three of these could be combined, with location any- 
where within a radius of a few blooks of the mass of Paco population. 

Ermita: At present located at No. 118 Calle Real, Ermita. A new building 
should be placed anywhere within a radius of a few blocks from the present 
location. 

Malate: I believe the site for this school has already been decided on Calle 
San Andres. 

Singalong: Present location at Nos. 146 and 147 Calle Singalong. The po- 
pulation in this part of the city is dense and seems to be growing down toward the 
boundary. A new school building should be erected, perhaps a few blocks to the 
southward of the present location. 

As to the area of the site for each of these buildings, I may say that in the 
case of buildings to be constructed in provincial towns under the provisions of 
the Gabaldon Law, the Bureau of Education requires at least a hectare of ground 
for each central school. While I realize the difficulty which might be experi- 
enced here in Manila in securing a hectare for each of these buildings, still 
wherever at all possible and feasible, this should be the rule of procedure. 
The value of the school work will be greatly enhanced by our having spacious 
grounds, in order that due attention may be given to gardening, horticulture, 
and athletics. Another reason for securing spacious grounds is that by building 
one-story structures the cost of construction should be much lower than for 
two-story or three-story buildings. A twenty-room one-story building with a 
court in the center would cover about 2,000 square meters of space, or one-fifth 
of a hectare. 

A plan was also submitted by the superintendent for a model school- 
house which could be erected on each of the fifteen locations mentioned 
in the above report whenever the city should have acquired the necessary 
land for this purpose. This plan, comprising also a statement of the 
estimated cost of construction, was also approved by the Board and is 
as follows : 

Owing to the fact that the population of Manila is not only dense but a 
growing one, I believe it advisable to erect all of these proposed primary buildings 
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on the same plan. After careful study and investigation, I am convinced that 
the most desirable and appropriate type of building would be a one-story twenty- 
room structure in the form of a rectangle with a court in the center — a plan 
similar to the one on which the present Manila High School was built. This 
is the very best type of building for insuring to pupils and teachers the first 
two essentials to health in the school room — proper lighting and ventilation. 
Then again, a one-story structure can be erected at comparatively less cost than 
a two — or three — story one, as the walls need not be made so massive. 

In view of the very great needs of the city in the way of buildings, as compared 
with the limited amount of funds which could be made available, I desire to 
recommend that there be adopted a plan for a standard type of building, not 
too cheap, but so worked out as to harmonize economy with decent appearance, 
appropriateness, and utility. The massive type of structure, while beautiful and 
artistic, is one which in my opinion we simply cannot afford, the paramount 
question being one of meeting the urgent needs of the situation with the means 
that can be made available without subjecting the city's resources to too heavy 
a strain. Neither do I believe that in adopting a comparatively cheaper type 
of structure for the primary schools we should be departing from the ideal which 
all concerned are striving to reach in the way of beautifying the city. 

For a couple of years past, the Bureau of Education has been experimenting 
with the subject of schoolhouse construction and is now able to guarantee that 
by using the standard schoolhouse plans of the Bureau (the plans used in con- 
structing the "Gabaldon" buildings throughout the provinces), the cost of con- 
struction will not only not be in excess of f*2,500 per room (the figure estimated 
in making up the plans) but that it will in practice come considerably under 
that figure. This, it will be observed, is not an estimate, but is based upon 
actual facts and experience, as demonstrated in the construction of several 
buildings of a six-room type or larger in the provinces. 

However, it should be remembered in this connection that the Bureau of Educa- 
tion standard plans provide for a roof of galvanized iron — a feature which I 
should not be inclined to approve for buildings in the city of Manila. By pro- 
viding for a roof of tiling, the cost of construction would of course be somewhat 
increased; but in all probability it would not, other things being equal, go above 
^3,000 per room. 

Buildings similar to those erected in the provinces should not cost more in 
Manila than elsewhere; for while the price paid for labor may be higher in 
Manila than outside, this fact should be offset by the extra cost incurred by the 
provinces in transporting cement and other materials from Manila to outlying 
localities. If anything, the cost of constructing a series of standard plan build- 
ings in the city of Manila should be relatively lower; for if one firm were to have 
the contract for putting up several of such buildings — a thing not at all unlikely — 
the same "forms" used in the concrete work of one building might be used in all 
the others, thus effecting a large saving in lumber for these "forms" and enabling 
the contractor to make a relatively lower bid. 

The Bureau of Education has made a sketch of a ground plan of a one-story 
twenty-room building, which in my opinion would be very appropriate for the 
Manila schools. If that plan could be elaborated by the Consulting Architect, 
in conjunction with the school authorities, in such a manner as to keep the cost 
of construction within our means and still provide for decent appearance and 
appropriateness, I believe we should have gone a long way toward the solution 
of the problem which confronts us. 
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An estimate of the funds necessary to house the primary schools alone, to 
say nothing of the intermediate schools, would be: 

15 buildings, at f*70,000 each 1*1,050,000 

Purchase of sites 150,000 

Filling and incidentals ..... 50,000 

Total 1,250,000 

With a definite plan approved for the construction of buildings to be 
dedicated to public school purposes, it only remains to put the same into 
execution, which necessarily will have to be accomplished slowly, inas- 
much as there are available for this purpose no other resources than those 
derived from the ordinary income of the municipality. 
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
